Of Amount to Be Spent 
By His Administration 
The State of Sao Paulo, as 


everybody knows, is the indus- 
trial leader of Brazil. The Gov- 


lernor of the State, Sr. Carvalho 


Pinto, has just made known a 
state development plan which he 
hopes to accomplish during the 
course of his term. 


General Welfare 

Over-all spending during his 
four-years in office will come to 
about Cr$100,000,000,000. Of this 
sum Cr$30,725,000,000 will be used 
a) for the construction of new 
schools and the improvement of 
existing ones; b) re-equipment of 
the police departments and im- 
provement in penal institutions; 
c) construction of hospitals and 
health centers, and the improve- 
ment of health services through- 
out the State; and d) the develop- 
ment of water supply facilities 
and the building of sewage sys- 
tems. 

In addition, Cr$41,954,000,000 
will be spent on a) completion of 
power plants now under construc- 
tion with a capacity of 398,000kw 
and construction of additional 
power plants for the supply of 
900,000kw for the State of Sao 
Paulo; b) 


railroad system; c) the paving of 


improvement of the 


1,800 miles of highway and the 
construction of an additional 
1,000 miles of new highway; and 
d) the modernization of existing 
airports and the construction of 


eight additional airports. 


Industry and Farm Aid 

The State obviously does not 
intend to lose its leadership in in- 
dustry and is intensifying its ac- 
tivity in agriculture. It is budget- 
ing Cr$27,221,000,000 for further 
industrial and agricultural ex- 
pansion. Diversification of crops 
will also have a high place on the 
State’s program in view of the 
present depressed state of the cof- 
fee market. The introduction of 
new crops and aiding in the de- 


velopment of a market for them 
will also be studied.
